HA T the Houſe of Commons now Eletcd, 
and within a very fews day to Sir, is one of 
the moſt Loyal that this Nation has ſecn at 
any time ſince the Death of Queen El:taberh, 
is I ſuppoſe not doubted by any Man who 
has at all conſidered either who has Choſen 

them, or who has been Choſen. 

Whence then proceeds the infufferable lnſolence and Im- 
petuofity of the Diſſenters from the Church of England jut 
at this time, and where may one gueſs the Deſign to ter- 
minate ? 

Liberty of Conſcience is no new Plea, it has fed the Prefs, 
yea and maiatain'd many of its Patrons too almoſt ever ſince 
the Year 1660, For before that time, we had no great kind- 
neſs for rhe DoOrine, but only in relation to thole who had 
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imbroyI'd three Nations in AE and .Miſery ; and yet all 
they could not ficd intheir hearis to allow it to their own dear 
Brethren neither,for the Preabyrerians oppoſed,and both wrote 
and Preached what they could againſt it, as has been 
cd b:youd a pollibility of Contradiftion frodl their own 
ins ; und when they were reduced to fo low aConditivo, 
that they could neither grunt nor deny it, Over Crom- 
well and the lodependant Party would never grant this Lt- 
berty, either to the Romer Catboizxcts, or to the Members 
of the Church of Ewleard;, and which was more than Bar- 
barous, they would not ſuffer CHARLES the Firſt af Bleſ- 
ſed Memory, when under reſtraint by them, to have any 
one of his own Chaplains with him, which Extorted this 
bitter Complaint from him.
